You will recall in your letter of 10 November 1958 
commenting that the repair cycle for FOG equipment under Con- 
tract A- 102 was growing excessive. Since that time, we have

In order to prevent a re- 


currence of this excessive time lag, we have established within 
the field engineering organization a group whose sole responsi- 
bility will be to receive, inspect, repair and return equipment 
provided us under Contract A- 102. 


As you know, in the past our repair and retrofit 
activity has been part of our production effort and as a result 
schedules have sometimes been paced to our regular production 
activity. Placing the responsibility for repair and retrofit in 
field engineering, we believe, will not only shorten the turn- 
around time, but also will bring directly to bear on the retrofit 
program the accumulated experience and skill of the field engi- 
neering activity.
